The name of the contest, 
“Prince of Peace,” is the title giv en Jesus 
Christ and must hav e been selected be­ 
cause he w as so acclaimed and is so known. 
What was our surp rise when we read the 
declamations to find them without any 
reference to religion and almost without

However, a study made by Doc­ 
tor Alvin P. Coburn, of the United 
States Navy, would seem to indi­ 
cate that the use of sulfadiazine 
may be helpful, particularly when 
large groups of people are gath­ 
ered together. He gave the sulfa­ 
diazine daily to 600,000 naval 
personnel. He found that as a re­ 
sult of this method, the monthly 
hospital admissions for respira­ 
tory disease dropped from five to 
eighteen out of each 1000 men to 
less than one for each 1000 men.

Meningitis or cere­ 
brospinal fever was eliminated 
and within a month, the number 
of scarlet fever cases and tonsil­ 
litis had dropped to low levels. 
Moderately severe re-actions such 
as fev er occurred in about on© out 
of every IO patients. 
Mild reactions occurred in about 
one out of every 200 cases. Thes© 
mild reactions for the most part 
consisted of skin rashes and a re­ 
duction of the dosage seemed to 
produce fewer reactions in the pa­ 
tients who were sensitized to th© 
drug. During the winter of 19 45, 
the usefulness of this treatment 
seemed to have been lessened be­ 
cause of the presence in the throat* 
of many of the men of certain types 
of streptococcus germs which were 
resistant to the sulfadiazine. 
It would appear that this method 
of disease prevention does have 
some value but, of course, it should 
be employed only under the direc­ 
tions of a physician.

NOW that the season of colds 
•rid so-called upper respiratory 
diseases is approaching, many per­ 
sons will be seeking ways of pre­ 
venting attacks of these disorders. 
Up to the present, no aura method 
has been found for keeping per- 
aons free from these conditions. 
However, a study made by Doc­ 
tor Alvin P. Coburn, of the United 
States Navy, would seem to indi­ 
cate that the use of sulfadiazine 
may be helpful, particularly when 
large groups of people are gath­ 
ered together. He gave the sulfa­ 
diazine daily to 600,000 naval 
personnel. He found that as a re­ 
sult of this method, the monthly 
hospital admissions for respira­ 
tory disease dropped from five to 
eighteen out of each 1000 men to 
less than one for each 1000 men. 
Cultures Made 
He also made cultures from the 
throat secretions of the recruits to 
determine 
whether 
hemolytic 
streptococcus germs were present 
and hr noted that while among the 
men who did not take the sulfadia­ 
zine the number of earners in­ 
creased, among those who did take 
the sulfadiazine the number of 
carriers remained the same or de­ 
creased. 
Sulfadiazine 
also teemed

have a good effect in preventing * 


the spread of measles and so­ 
called “flu.’* However, it wee 
noted that it had no value in pre­ 
venting conditions produced by 
viruses, that is, germs to email 
that they can pass through th# 
openings of a porcelain filter. 
Dailt Dose* 
After two weeks of the daily 
administration 
of 
sulfadiazine, 
the number of cases of rheumatic 
fever declined. Meningitis or cere­ 
brospinal fever was eliminated 
and within a month, the number 
of scarlet fever cates and tonsil­ 
litis had dropped to low levels. 
Moderately severe reactions such 
as fever occurred in about ona out 
of every IO patients. 
Mild reactions occurred in about 
one out of every 200 cases. These 
mild reactions for th* most part 
consisted of skin rashes and a re­ 
duction of the dosage seemed to 
produce fewer reactions in the pa­ 
tients who were sensitized to tho 
drug. During the winter of 1945, 
the usefulness of this treatment 
seemed to have been lessened be­ 
cause of the presence in the throat* 
of many of the men of certain types 
of streptococcus germs whieh were 
resistant lo the sulfadiazine. 
It would appear that this method 
of disease prevention does have 
some value but, of course, it should 
be employed only under the direc­ 
tions of a physician.

' them in such complete m ajority 
as to establish a party character. 
; 
It all seems a little extraneous, 
therefore, to talk about soul-stir­ 
ring platform s, and history rather 
. indicates it is a waste of time. No 
party in my time has won an elec­ 
tion with a declaration of prin­ 
ciples. 
In my 30 years of modem po­ 
litical experience, the ins hove al­ 
ways remained in until the people 
got tired of them, and voted them 
out. What was said about issues 
never seemed to make much dif­ 
ference. 
In particular, platform declara­ 
tions have been the least im port­ 
ant phase of politics The leaders 
get together and haggle over lan­ 
guage for weeks and months Fin­ 
ally they come out with many 
thousands of words which have 
been leveled to the lowest common 
denomination of appeal, and the 
day after they are issued, no one 
can remember what was in them. 
This is necessarily so. Look at 
the Democratic party experience 
for proof if you need it. While Mr. 
Truman has taken one position on 
issues as a titled leader, his Dem­ 
ocratic congressmen have gener­ 
ally taken an opposite stand, as 
they did with Mr. Roosevelt. 
A Republican tells me none of 
the Truman program has been en­ 
acted by his congress except the 
bill to abolish w ar time. I have not 
checked this, but I have heard au ­ 
thentically that the Democratic 
congressmen have met and decid­ 
ed they will not attem pt to draw 
up a statem ent of party problems 
for the coming race, but will let 
each man run on his own record, 
using the Truman coattails or not, 
as each chooses. There is to be no 
Democratic “ platform .” 
My idea is that unless you have 
a single man heading a ticket, 
you can't get a concise and worth­ 
while declaration of principles the 
people can understand. Only in the 
expression of individual personal­ 
ity can such cleavage be expressed 
clearly to the people.

W hat was said about issues 
never seemed to make much dif­ 
ference. 
In particular, platform declara­ 
tions have been the least im port­ 
ant phase of politics The leaders 
get together and haggle over lan­ 
guage for weeks and m onths F in­ 
ally they come out w ith many 
thousands of words which have 
been leveled to the lowest common 
denomination of appeal, and the 
day after they are issued, no one 
can rem em ber w hat was in them 
^ 
This is necessarily so. Look at 
the Dem ocratic party e x is te n c e 
for proof if you need it. While Mr. 
Trum an has taken one position on 
issues as a titled leader, his Dem ­ 
ocratic congressm en have gener­ 
ally taken an opposite stand, as 
they did with Mr. Roosevelt. 
A Republican tells me none of 
the Trum an program has been en­ 
acted by his congress except th? 
bill to abolish w ar time. I have not 
checked this, but I have heard a u ­ 
thentically th a t the D em ocratic 
congressm en have met and decid­ 
ed they will not attem p t to draw’ 
up a statem ent of party problems 
for the coming race, but will let 
each man run on his own record, 
using the Trum an coattails or not, 
as each chooses. There is to be no 
Dem ocratic "platform .” 
My idea Is that unless you have 
a single m an heading a ticket, 
you can’t get a concise and w orth­ 
while declaration of principles the 
people can understand. Only in the 
expression of individual personal­ 
ity can such cleavage be expressed 
clearly to the people. 
Now I know m any fine politicos 
believe th a t a strong assertion at
